It is rumored in Washington that all the 
three dissatisfied sections of the Senate will 
combine to defeat the three objection- 
able nominations and some others recently 
made.

PHILADELPHIA, which nad a 210,000 fire 
Monday, had another and more destructive 
blaze yesterday. The fire broke out in a six- 
story building occupied as a shoe-factory, 
spread to an adjoining eight-story building, 
and then spread rapidly among lower build- 
ings on either side. Owing to the snow- 
storm that prevailed, thc hight of the build- 
ings, and the network of telegraph wires in 
the vicinity, the firemen had great difficulty 
in subduing the flames. gy 2 total loss is 
estimated at $283,000. Mayer & Stern, shoe 
dealers, suffer a net loss of $48,000; Weikel & 
Smith, spice dealers, $4,500; Samuel Lazar- 
lee, printer, $6,000; Keystone Portable-Forge 
Company, $6,000; Allen & Bros., agricult- 
ural-implement makers, $4,000: and several 
small firms lose sums varying from $2,500 to 
$1,000, The buildings were owned by John 
Rummell, Jr., who places his net loss at 
$112,000. The conflagration throws several 
hundred people out of employment.

A SNOW-STORM of more than usual severity 
prevailed throughout the Eastern and Middle 
States yesterday, and traffic and travel 
were seriously and in some cases wholly 
interrupted in consequence. The storm 
was accompanied by intense cold, and all 
outdoor work, including ice-cutting, had to be 
suspended.

A HORRIBLE accident is reported from 
Spring Lick, Ky.

He slept on the lower floor, and was awak- 
ened by the crackling of the flames, rushed 
to save the children, and perished with them. 
His wife and oldest daughter escaped. but it 
is thought they will not survive the terrible 
shock. 


JOHN Hornstein, a German of 52 years, 
who lived at Decatur, married a giri of 19. 
As usual in such cases, their married life 
was not happy. His wife deserted Horn- 
stein last April. Yesterday he struck her 
with a large iron kettle, but failed to seri- 
ously injureher.

He then 
severed the jugular vein by drawing a small 
wood-saw across his throat, and bied to 
death.

Wasutnetox, D. C., Feb. 1.—There are 
but thirty days left in which Congress can 
complete its work, yet all of to-day and most 
of yesterday were devoted by the House to 
the consideration of the District of Columbia 
Appropriation bill, a considerable part of the 
discussion “having relation to the salaries of 
some petty clerks. ‘Ibe Appropriation bills 
are not yet all ready. The great River and 
Harbor bill is still held back in the Com- 
merce Committee for the purpose of enabling 
the members of that Committee to put out 
feelers to ascertain how large a sum 
they dare to venture to put in 
that bill. It isnow thought that the bill may 
possibly reach 
THE ENORMOUS AOGRESATE OF TEN MILI- | 


oreven twelve. If re * it will de the 
largest River and Harbor bill, with one ex- 
ception, that ever was reported in one 
Congress since the War. That bill ap- 
propriated $15,000,000. For a number 
of years it has been the custom to 
pass this bill without debate, but it is scarce- 
ly probable that this can be done this year, 
although the attempt will be made. 
Nearly two millions of this vast amount 
is caused by the appropriation for 
the Mississippi River improvement, in ac- 
cordance with the recommendation ot the 
Mississippi River Commission. There still 
remain to be reported to the House of 
THE LARGE APPROPRIATIONS, 

the Legislative, Executive, and Judicial. the 
Sundry Civil, and the Deficiency bill, which 
contains, this year, a deficlency appropria- 
tion of $25,000,000. There must inevitably be 
considerable political debate upon this bill, 
as this enormous deficiency exposes the fraud 
of Democratic administration in the two 
Houses for the last four years, and is 
caused by the necessity of making 
good the deficiencies in the neces 
sary ordinary expenditures of the 
Government, occasioned by the pretended 
economies and retrenchment of which we 
heard so much in the campaign. ‘The Re- 
publicans at the time declared that this 
boasted retrenchment would result in de- 
ficiencies, and would cripple the Govern- 
ment, as it has done. 

GEN. GARFIELD, 
in one of his latest speeches in Congress, 
warned the Democrats about the conse- 
quences of. such a penny-wise pound-foolish 
policy, and predicted that, instead of effect- 
ing a real economy, they would be com- 
pelled, in this Congress, to appropriate 
at least $20,000,000 for deficiencies. 
Gen. Garfield was $5,000,000 short of 
the mark. The appropriation reaches 
nearly $25,000,000. The efforts of the House 
Democrats to force business by meeting an 
hour earlier did not accomplish much, as the 
additional hour was spent in wranglings 
over the salaries of petty clerkships in the 
District Government. 

AN EXTRA SESSION 

is not necessary or desired by either party, 
and probably there will be none, but, to pre- 
vent it, a great deal of hard work will be. 
necessary, and it ean scarcely be possible 
that there will not be much ill-consid- 
ered, hasty, and reckless legislation

NOT WELL PROVIDED WITH SCHOOL ACCOM- 
MODATIONS. 
In June last the number of children in the 
District of Columbia ef school age (6 to 17 
years) was 43,588. The number of seats now 
provided in all the public Is is about 
22.000, or a little more than one-half the 
number of children. About 7,000 of these 
seats are in rented buildings, many of 
which, the Superintendent reports, are ut- 
terly unfit for school purposes. About 880. 
000 a year are paid for the rent of these build- 
ings. This is poor economy. Washington 
has no building for a high-school. Two 
hundred and fifty high-school pupils are, 
therefore, crowded into the third stories of 
two of the regular school-houses, which were 
designed for pupils of alower grade. Thus 
the High-Schools are insufficiently accom- 
modated, and, at the same time, less ad-

CHARLEY ROSS,

Loxnox, Feb. 1.—The Charley Ross ex- 
citement in Aldbonaugh has been increased 
by the arrival of a lady from Toronto, who, 
with a reporter, visited the boy yesterday, 
and learned from him the particulars of his 
history, so far as he remembered them. 
Little doubt is now entertained that he is the 
veritable lost child. ‘The reporter on -arriv- 
ing at the farm of Joseph Bonn, the German 
with whom the lad has found a home, 
learned that the Teutonic yeoman is very 
much opposed to newspaper men, but, 
under the guise of being relatives of 
Mr. Ross, an interview was obtained 
with the lad on his return from Sabbath- 
school. The much-talked-of boy wag dis- 
covered to be a flaxen-haired youth about 13 
years of age, and he was induced to relate an 
extraordinary tale. The lad recollected 
having lived in a large city under the eare of 
a woman he called Betsey. One day while 
he way playing in the street two men drove 
up in a buggy. one of the two wearing a 
broad-brimmed straw hat. The latter 
ahghted. and proceeded to catch a small 
bird flying near, which he handed 
to the child, and, immediately seizing 


the lad, lifted him into the buggy. The two 
dreve away, and the boy must have been 
pened under the influence of some drug, as 
10 recollects nothing further until his arrival 
among the Indians, with the exception of a 
dim remembrance of being on a train and 
crossing a bridge over a river,—probably the 
Suspension Bridge. He was placed in charge 
of an Indian family on the Tuscarora Ke 
serve, near Brantford, and afterwards was 
taken by another family to Moravian Town, 


where, accord to is assertion, he 
was most brutally treated, the favorit 
pastime of his earetaker being to 


strip him entirely nude, and, after tying his 
hands and feet, to beat him until blood was 
drawn. On the first opportunity he fled from 
his.inhuman masters, and found refuge with 
a farmer named Ward; but, asthe treatment 
did not improve, he again fled, and wandered 
around until he met one Wilson, a white man 
with a negro wife. Heremained with this 
man for a brief period, and in October last 
found a haven with the farmer in whose 


hands he at present remains., The 
lad says he wore a pinafore, frock, 
knickerbockers at the time 


of the abduction, and the only difference ap- 
pears to be in the age, 4s at present he is de- 
scribed as araw-boned, gawky youth of 
about 18 years, and some four feet in hight. 
Bonn refuses to give up the lad, who he be- 
lieves to be the genuine Charley Koss, to 
any person except his father. 


TRADE AND NAVIGATION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

OTTAWA, Feb. 1.—From the tables of trade 
and navigation laid on the table by the Min- 
ister of Customs, it is seen that the old sys- 
tem of keeping returns for each Province 
has been abandoned in favor of aggregated 
statistics. Since 1874 the value of exports 
has, not been so high as during the year 
ended the 30th of June last. The increase of 
trade with Great Britain is $15,018,438, while 
trade with the United States has fallen off 
$8,207,749. In trade with the West Indies 
and South America there has -been an in- 
crease of $2,063,749: with Japan and China 
there has been an increase of $425.44. The 
aggregate trade amounted to 8130,60, , 
against $170,523,244 in 1878,—the trade with 
Great Britain alone showing a decrease 
of $3,000,000. The exports show an increase 
from $71,491,255 to $87,911,458,—there being 
a decrease in the exports to Great Britain, 
and an increase to the United States. Ship- 
building has fallen off. There has been an 
increase in the imports of grain and coal. In 
1879 the percentage of duty per head was 
$3.46; in 1880 it was $3.83, 


LUNATICS IN ONTARIO. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Orrawa, Feb. 1.—There are at present 
2,565 lunatics and persons of unsound mind 
in the asylums of Ontario, being an increase 
of 189 over the number at this time last year. 
The London Asylum contains the greatest 
number of inmates, with Toronto second in 
the list. There are 784 patients in the one, 
and 674 in the other. The tendency among 
the people of the Province is to remove to 
the asylums any members of their family 
who are chronically insane. The Inspector 
states that the chronic insane in private fam- 
ilies are now nearly all under treatment: 
and that, during the current year, the 
admissions to asylums will de prin- 
cipally confined to recent and curabie 
cases. Of those admitted last year, 4 were 
married, and 310 unmarried. The number of 
deathsamong the 2,565 patients during the 
year was 162, or 54¢ per cent. The number 
discharged as cured was 115; and out of that 
number nin 
the year. The total number of people em- 
ployed in connection with the asylums is 341.

THE EAST-BOUND POOL. 

The equalization of business the 
lines leading East from this eity in aecord- 
ance with the pooling agreement continues 
to de a hard job. In fact no equalization is 
made at all, and each road gets all the busi- 
ness it can, just as if no pooling ar- 
rangement existed, The statements pre- 
pared by Capt. Alexander Mackay, of the 
Michigan Central, show that some of the 
roads are far ahead of their regular percent- 
ages, while others are far behind. The last 
statement is dated Jan. 28, and shows that 
since the organization of the pool, June 9, 
1879, the overs and shorts of east-bound traffic 
were as follows: Michigan Central, short, 
13,890 tons; Baltimore & Ohio, short, 
9,009 tons; and Chicago & Grand 
Trunk, short, 34,501 tons. Lake 
Shore, over, 25,810 tons; Fort Wayne, 
over, 14,787 tons, and Pan-Handle, over, 17,108 
tons. It will be seen that not one of the roads 
comes anywhere near the allotted percentage, 
—they are either largely ahead or largely be- 
hind. It will no doubt create surprise that 
the Chicago & Grand Trunk shows a short- 
age of nearly 35,000 tons gince it joined the 
pooi last summer. That road demanded 20 
per cent, claiming to be well able to carry 
that amount of the east-bound business from 
this city. It was finally induced to accept 10 
per cent, and on that percentage it has al- 
ready fallen behind nearly 35,000 tons. This 
road willhave to do a good deal better here- 
after if it wants to convince the other roads 
that it is entitled to more than 10 per cent of 
the east-bound business from this city. 

Altogether the east-bound pool from this 
city is virtually a dead letter, and none of its 
provisions are observed except that of mak- 
ing daily reports to Commissioner Fink ot 
the amount of business shipped. As far as 
can be learned none of the roads are cutting 
rates, but this is not due to the pool, but to 
the fact that all the roads have thus far this 
winter had as much business as the 
could take care of. Should business get dull 
and there be plenty of empty cars standing 
idle in the yards, the roads, or at least some 
of them, would not hesitate for a moment to 
cut the rates. The competition between the 
various roads remains as active as ever, and, 
as was recently shown by Commissioner fink, 
is due to the fact that the business from 
Detroit, between the three Canada roads, 
and from Buffalo between the two New 
York roads is not Ned, and therefore the 
Canada lines and the New York lines come 
into this market and get all the business they 
can, and thus paralyze the pooling arrange- 
ments from this city. Commissioner Fink 
has made efforts for some time past to ar- 
range a meeting between the various roads, 
and induee them to arrange pools from De- 
troit, Buffalo, and other connecting points, 
as well as from initial Western points, but 
upto the present he has not been able to 
bring the managers together to agree upon 
such a scheme. Unless he succeeds in this, 
the pools from Chicago, St. Louis, and other 
Western points might as well be abandoned, 
as it will not be possible to make them of any 
value as now arranged. 

FROZEN OUT BY GOULD. 

An incident was related by a railroad man- 
ager to a Tristye reporter which shows 
how Gould manages to bring to terms re- 
fractory railroads that object to being 
gobbied up by him. When Gould bougnt 
‘the Missouri Pacifie there was a small inde- 
pendent line running from Tipton to Boone- 
ville, which used the Missouri Pacific as an 
outlet. Gould was anxious to purchase this 
littie road, and conseque@tly sent for Mr. 
Stevens, the principal owner, and asked his 
terms, and Mr. Stevens gave his figure, Mr. 
Gould asked time until the next day to con- 
sider the measure, at the same time express- 
ing himseif to the effect that the price named 
was not excessive. During the night Mr. 
Stevens came to the conclusion that he had 
named teo low a price and that Gould 
could be induced to pay more. When he 
met Gould again he withdrew his offer, on 
the ground t the figures first named were 
too low, and Mr. Gould at once broke off the 
negotiations and gave orders to cut the 
Booueville and Tipton Line off from al! busi- 
ness connections with the Missouri Pacific at 
Tipton. At the time this did not work a 
very great hardship upon the Tipton Line, 
as it still had an outlet by the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas from Booneville. But after 
awhile Mr. Gould also bought the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas, and gong et gave 
orders to no longer allow any facilities to 
the Tipton Line. This cut the latter road off 
from all connection, and it has now no outlet 
whatever and is consequently proving a 
heavy burden to its owners. Mr. Stevens 
is now anxious to sell the road ata lower 
figure than at first demanded, but Mr, Gould 
refuses to buy at auy price. Mr. Stevens is 
reported to be at work day and night to find 
a way out of the dilema. He has tried to 
secure means to extend his line so as to 
connect with some other line than those 
owned by Gould, and has also made efforts 
to induce some line to build to a connection 
with his road, but success has not yet at- 
tended his efforts. Gould will no doubt get 
a cheap road before long.

Then the Councils and 
Boards of each city and county may increase 
the valuation of property within their own 
limits ad Ubétum without assuming thereby 
any of the burden for State taxation that 
should properly fall upon other portions of 
the State. 

There seems to be absolutely no other pur- 
pose in the Linegar bill” than that of fur- 
nishing the local governments with the power 
to increase expenditures taxes. 

It is not claimed that the railroads will pay 
any larger share of taxes than they now pay. 
Indeed, upon the basis of their earnings last 
year, the railroads would not pay so much; 
and, in the event that railroad earnings fall 
off, as they may in case of bad crops the 

proposed tax thereon would fall short of the 
necessary revenue. The tax which itis de- 
signed to assess upon express, telegraph, end 
insurance companies will not be a saving to 
the people, whatever it may amount to, be- 
cause it will be reassessed upon the people 
in larger proportions by increased charges 
for insurance, etc. Meanwhile, there will be 
no diminution, but almost certainly an in- 
crease, of general taxes, for the reason we 
have given—viz,: because the valuation of 
taxable property will be enlarged and local 
taxes will grow in proportion. The farmers 
can much better afford to pay their present 
proportion of the State tax, which is com- 
paratively insignificant, than to submit to 
extortion from local Boards and indulge ex- 


travagant administration of local govern. . 


ments. 
If it be a fact that the limitation of local 


taxes under the present system prevents the 
local governments from raising revepue 
enough to earry on their affairs properly, 
then the matter should be frankly stated in 


this shape, and a very simple device, involv- 


ing only the change of a single line in the 
Revenue law, will supply the proper remedy. 
The State Board of Equalization is now per- 
mitted to increase the aggregate valuation of 
the taxable property of the State as re- 
turned by the local Assessors only 2 per 
cent. It might be empowered, without risk 
or injustice, to add as much as 10 per cent to 
this gross valuation, whenever persuaded of 
the necessity for such increase. This addi- 
tion would be distributed pro rata among all 
the counties of the State, leaving to each the 
payment of the same proportion of the State 
tax, but thus enabling the several counties 
and cities to increase their local taxes within 
a certain limit if they see fit to do so. Such 
a change will undoubtedly afford a relief in 
certain localities to their embarrassments 
unter the law, without, however, giving un- 
bridled license to tax-devourers. But the 
Linegar bill is calculated to place the tax-

LINEGAR’S " BILL TO INCREASE TAXES 
AND DEBTS. 
The Linegar Tax bill“ proposes, putting 
the case briefly, to raise the revenue neces- 
sary to the support of the State Government 


by taxing the gross receipts of railroads and 


other public corporations, and confining the 
tax on real estate and personal proverty be- 
longing to private citizens and private cor- 
porations to thesupport of the County, Town, 
and Municipal Goveruments. We do not 
care to discuss the constitutionality of this 
proposition (which is certainly very doubt- 
ful), simply because there is a Serious objec- 
tion to the measure even if it be constitu- 
tional. The real purpose of the bill does not 
appear on its face nor in the explanations 
that have come from Springfiela: and, when 
that purpose is stated, the objection to the 
measure will be apparent. 

So long as the taxation for State purposes 
be raised upon a uniform assessment of 
property, as equatized among the counties 
by the State Beard of Equalization, there is 
a common effort in all counties to keep down 
the valuation of taxable property, to the end 
that each county may pay as small a pro- 
portion as possible of the State tax. This 
rivalry amounts to a permanent check 
upon local taxation, because the State valua- 
tion is the lawful bagis for local assessments. 
Local taxes are governed by three provis- 
ions: (1) No county or town may constitu- 
tionally incur any debt or issne bonds in ex- 
cess of 5 per cent of the valuatiomof taxable 
property; (2) city corporations are now 
limited under the law to a 2 per cent tax on 
the valuation of their property outside the 
interest on their debt and their school fund: 
(3) County Boards can, under the Constitu- 
tion, levy only 75 cents on every $100 of the 
valuation of taxable property for the ex- 
penses of the county governments. All 
these forms of taxation are thus governed 
directly by the amount of the valuation put 
upon taxable property, and local debts and 
local taxes are higher or lower according to 
the valuation sent to the State Board. 

From the moment that self-interest shall 
cease to restrain the local assessments, the 
basis of taxation will begin to grow, and new 
resources will be opened up to the tax-eaters 
at the expense of the taxpayers; . when- 
ever each county shall be released from the 
obligation to pay its full proportion of the 
State tax along with all the other counties, 
there will ne longer be any object to make 
the valuation as low as possible, but, on the 
contrary, a temptation to enlarge it in order 
to increase the debt-incurring power of the 
jocal governments and the annual fund for 
the benefit of tax-eaters.

When Mr. Springer introduced into the 
National House of Kepresentatives, a few 
days ago, a resolution ordering an inquiry as 
to the actual cost value of the plaut now 
owned by the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, or to ascertain the investment 
which would be necessary to duplicate the 
same, Tur TRIBUNE commended his propo- 
sition because it pointed apparently to an 
ulterior movement for establishing and main- 
taining a separate, independent system of 
postal or Government telegraph. Eicher 
Tax TRIBUNE at that time misapprehended 
Mr. Springer’s purpose, orelse Mr. Springer 
since then has been induced to change his 
purpose aud contemplate a purchase of the 
existing telegraph lines. The latter project 
has always bee® condemned hy Tur Tmin 
UNE, which warned Congress at the very first 
notice of the recent amalgamation of the tel- 
egraph companies that a sale to the Govern- 
ment upon the basis of their inflated, ficti- 
tious, watered stock might be the real alm of 
the movement. Mr. Springer has now intro- 
duced a bill which indicates that he is either 
a dupe or a willing instrument to enable the 
Jay Gould crowd of watered-stock jobbers to 
carry out just such a scheme. 

An act of Congress was passed fifteen years 
ago conferring certain benefits upon tele- 
graph companies,—such as constructing and 
operating lines over the public domain, across 
rivers, and along the post-roads,—and provid- 
ing as a compensation for these grants that 
the United States may purchase said lines at 
an appraise i valuation. This act is the basis 
of Mr. Springer’s bill, which proposes to 
create a Board of Appraisement,—consisting 
of two persons to be appointed by the Post- 
master-General., two others by the telegraph 
company, and a fifth selected by these four,— 
whose duty it.shall be to ascertain the value 
of “the plant, property, and effects of the 
company interested, including the value and 
character of ail leases, contracts. and fran- 
chises, and also the receipts of such company 
from adi sources, the operating expenses, the 
rates charged for transmitting messages, 
the royalty paid to inventors,” etc., ete. If 
Jay Gould himself had dictated the terms of 
this bill he could scarcely have made them 
more favorable to the purpose of securing 
the highest possible valuation of existing 
telegraph facilities upon the basis of inflated 
stock and monopoly rates, 

To pass such a bill as Springer has now pro- 
posed will be to inaugurate the same project 
which made the British Government the vic- 
tim of a hugeswindle at toe time it proceeded 
to acquire the control of the telegraphs of 


the country. England paid about three times | 


the actual cost value, or actual investment, 
for the material it purchased from the ex- 
isting companies, only to find that it had 
been loaded down with obsolete and worth- 
less stuff. Any scheme for the purchase of 
existing telegraph lines in this country will 
result in the same way. The uniform basis 
for appraisement of corporation franchises, 
property, or business, with a view to pur- 
chase, is a capitalization of the profits of the 
concern during a term of years. To apply 
this rule to a telegraph company that has a 
monopoly of the business, which ought to 
be broken down in the publicinterest, 1s man- 
ifestly unfair. It is the duty of the Government 
to protect the people against the extortions 
of monopoly, and it is certainly inconsist- 


ent with that duty to reward the monopolists 


by purchasing their property at a valuation 
which it could only attain by reason of the 
monopoly. The Western Union Company 
could show, perhaps, that it earned net six 
millions of dollars last year, and that, having 
absorbed or otherwise got rid of all competi- 


tion, it is now in a. position to earn still more 


in future years. Thus it would furnish a 
basis for sale, upon the rule of appraisement, 
at not less than $100,000,000, or four or five 
times as much as It would cost to duplicate 
its facilities with the best of material.

necessary material, The project should be 
in every way independent of the existing 
corporations with their watered stock; and 
Mr. Springer’s new bill only convinces us 
that it is always unsafe to commend any- 
thing which that gentleman proposes in

THE HINDS BILI—FEMALE SUFFRAGE. 

If there be anything in which the Constitu- 
tion of the State of IIlinols is more clear and 
emphatic than any other, it is in the declar- 
ation of who shall vote at any election for 
any purpose held in this State, 

Profiting by past experience im the history 
of Illinois and in the histery of other States, 
the Constitution of 1870 placed this question 
in plain and distinet terins, and removed it 
beyond the scope of legislative interfégence, 
or legislative quibbiing, and legislative power 
to control, regulate, enlarge, or contract. 
Here is the language of the Constitution 
itself: 

Arr. VII., Sec, 1. Every person baving re- 
sided in this State one year, in the county ninety 
duys. and in the election~-district thirty days next 
Pp ing any election therein, who was an 
elector in this State on the lat day of April, A. 
D. 1848, or obtained a certificate of naturaliza- 
tion before any court of record in thig State 
pets to the let day of N the year A. 

). 1870, or who. all be a ou item of the 
United Stat above the age of 21 years, 
shall be entitled to vote at suc tion. 

2. All votes shail be by ballot. 


There is a bill now pending before the Gen- 
eral Assembly, and which has been heralded 
with great noise and much parade, which 
proposes to nullify this article of the Consti- 
tution, and which strongly, if not exclusive- 
ly, commends itself to those who support it 
because of its plain, notorious, and self-evi- 
dent unconstitutionality. 

We refer to the “Hinds bill,” which pro- 
poses to give to each community the optional 
right to prohibit within its jurisdiction the 
sale of all liquor, beer and wine included, 
the choice of option to be determined at an 
election to be held for that purpose, the bill 
declaring that at such elections women shail 
be legal voters! 

The Constitution provides that three classes 
of persons only shall be voters at any elec- 
tion to be held under the laws of this State. 
bi classes are: 

Persons who were legal voters in II- 
nois under the laws thereof prior to the 
adoption of the Constitution of 1548, 

2. Persons who in good faith obtained 
certificates of naturaliration prior to 1870 
fram County Courts, Which Courts it was sub- 
sequently declared had no authority to issue 
such certificates, 

3. Male citizens of the United States above 
the age of 21 years; 

Of the first and second classes there are 
but very few, they not numbering perhaps 
500 in the whole State, and as they are all 
males, they may be considered, so far as the 
present question is concerned, as included in 
the third class. It may therefore be accepted 
that the Constitution requires as an essentia! 
qualification for every voter in Llinois that 
he shall be a male citizen and 21 years of 
age at the time of voting. 

This Hinds bill proposes that women who 
confessedly are “not male citizens” shall be 
permitted to vote at all elections under this 
bill, and that the ballots deposited by them 
shall be counted as all other ballots, and 
shall have their full weight in determining 
the result of the election. 

There are two kinds of electicns contem- 
plated in this State by the Constitution; these 
are general elections and special elections. 
The general elections are those when the 
times and the purposes of the election are the 
same all over the State; and special elections 
are those held under the laws of the State, 
but upon questions of a local character, sub- 
mitted to the voters by local authority, and 
their results limited to the jurisdiction 
authorizing them. Of this latter class are 
elections authorizing an issue ot local bonds; 
changing county seats; on the question of 
license or no license; the erection of public 
buildings; the adoption of city or village 
charters; on adopting systems of water-sup- 
ply, and various other local subjects. Elec- 
tions for all these purposes, and all such other 
elections as may be authorized by the laws of 
the State, are all contemplated by the Consti- 
tution of the State, The Constitution, how- 


ever, makes no exception, change, or modifi- 


cation as to the qualification of the voters 
who may vote at these elections. It provides 
the same qualifications for the voters at any 
and all elections, general or special, State, 
county, city, town, of village. It inexorably 
demands that the person offering to vote at 
“any election” held in any election-district 
must be u male citizen of the United States 


above the age of 21 years”. “to vote at 


such election.” ‘This is peremptory, and it 
is equally exclusive. It includes every elee- 
tion held under the laws of this State. and it 
prohibits any voting by any person who is 
not a “male citizen of the United States 
and 21 years of age. There can be no eva- 
sion of this provisiép, either as to the char- 
acter of the elec or the qualification 
of the voter. It is a peremptory law. ap- 
plicable to and governing every possible * 
of public election held under the laws of this 
State, for whatever purpose; and over the 
subject of the qualitication of the voters who 
may vote at such election the Legislature of 
the State has no more authority or diseretion 
than it has over the qualification of the 
voters at an election in Ohio or Wisconsin. 
The same article of the Constitution pro- 
vides that, in addition to being a male citi- 
zen of the United States,” a person to be en- 
titled to vote shall (I) have resided in the

The fact is, the Constitution of Illinois 
stands broadly, firmly, and immovably in the 
way of this Hinds bill) and, should the Leg- 
islature be weak enough or foolish enough 
to pass such 9 glaring attempt to set aside 
the Constitution, the law would be as impo 
tent in the way of legalizing female suffrage 
as if the law formally abolished the Consti- 
tution and declared some one of these would- 
be suffragists Governor of the State. 

The Hinds bill is but a feature in the grand 
farce which these suffragists exhibit at the 
State Capital every two years. There is nut 
an intelligent man in the General Assembly 
who does not laugh at the simpering folly of 
these agitators, and who, taking these man- 
agers as specimens of the to-be-enfranchised 
sex, would not declare them lacking in the 
reasoning qualities by which they propose to 
elevate suffrage. 

Thore is but one way in which these wom- 
en can gain the right of voting in this State, 
and that is to have the Legislature submit an 
amendment to the Constitution of the State 
striking the word “male” from the geventh 
article, to be voted on (as other amendments 
are voted on) by the general voters of the State. 
The attempt to amend the Constitution by an 
act of the Legislature may be suflicient to 
tickle the credulous female agitators who 
ask it, but itis an ingult to the iatelligence 
of the whole sex,

Have Verdi, Bellini, 
Donizetti, and other Italian composers writ- 
ten only one or two works that can be given? 
Is there nothing in the French or German 
schools worth performing? Have we left 
the days of grand opera, and must we now 
becontent with half a dozen of the lightest 
works repeated over and over ad inAnitum 
and ad nauscam?

THE HENNEPIN CANAL. 


Meeting at Hock Island in Further- 
ance of That Proposed Water-Route. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Davenport, Ia., Feb. 1.—In accordance 
with the call of the Hennepin Canal Committee 
appointed at the Convention of 1874 a large 
gathering was held this afternoon at Rock 
Island to consider the interest of the Henne- 
pin Canal project. There were present rep- 
resentative delegations from Geneseo, Anda- 
lusia, Milan, and Moline, III., and Davenport 
and Mascatine, Ia. Capt. T. J. Robinson, of 
Rock Island, was chosen Chairman, and the 
Hon. John Mahon, of Muscatine, Secretary. 
Addresses were made by J. L. Camp, Maj. J 
M. Allan, Edward Bissell, and others. A com- 
mittee, composed of Mayor Carse of 
Rock ISI J. 8. Camp of Dixon, 
and J. M. Allan of Geneseo, was 
appointed to prepare a plan of organization. 
Their report was made in the form ofa 
series of resolutions. These recount the 
necessity, as well as the practicability, of a 
direct connection of the Mississippi and Lili- 
nois Rivers and the lakes by a canal con- 
structed along or near the water-route from 
Hennepin to a point near Rock Island. They

COUNTY OFFICERS. 


THEY WILL, NOT GET THAT EXTRA YEAR AFTER 
ALL. 


A reporter had a conversation at the Grand 
Pacific Hotel last evening with Gen. James Mc- 
Cartney, of Springfield, the Attorney-General of 
the State, relative to his recent opinion as to the 
operation of the constitutional amendment 
adopted last November fixing new 
terms of office for County Clerks, Treasurers, 
and Judges. He reiterated the views expressed 
in his vpinion to the effect that the new amend- 
ment can only operate in 1882, at the time set for 
the election of the “officers for the new term. 
At first, on examining the question, he 
was inclined to believe that the present 
officers held over untii that time, but 
on investigation he found that the authorities 
all agreed that tne old Constitution was in full 
ferce until the amendment came into actual 
operation by the electionitself. The old Consti- 
tution provides for the eiection of 
certain officers in November, 1881, whose 
terms will, therefore, be cut off in 1582. 
by the coming into effectof the new amend- 
ment. In other words, the amendment comes 
into effect only at the time prescribed for the 
election, and not at the time of its * 
Under this decision, he said, County 
Commissioners or Supervisors were bound 
to order an election in November of this 
year, and if they did nota mandamus could be 
applied for by any citizen. The people merely 
elect. The law prescribes the term. 

The Legisiature,in the opinion of Gen. Mc- 
Cartney, can do noth to prevent this 
short term, for it is prohibited from lengthen- 
ing the term of office of any oflicer either directly 
or indirectly. In regard tothe claim that the 
amendment repeal the old constitutional 
provisions at once by implication, Gen. McUart- 
ney gaveit as his opinion chat repeal by im-

An elevator accident which will acai yang) A 
result in the death of the victim occurred at 
Fifth avenue about 10 o'clock yesterday moru-

found with bis skull fractured, the counter- 
weigut attached to the elevaior-bruke have be- 
come detached and fallen.

He was conscious 
when found, but before reaching the Alexian 
Hospital, to which de wus at once taken, be- 
came insensible, and the doctor pronounced the 
case a hopelessone. Burns was. 21 years old, 
and lived with his parents at 47 Hurlbut street. 


SMALL-POX. 
A MYSTERIOUS CASE--AN UNKNOWN CHILD SENT 
TO THE PEST-HOUSE. ‘ 

Dr. De Wolf, the Health Commissioner, stated 
yesterday to a TRIBUNE reporter that during the 
next and the early portion of the following 
week a large number of new cases of small- pox 
will be developed and reported. He hazarded 
this opinion because of the large number of 
hidden cases which had been recently unearthed. 
These had been kept secret as long as it was 
possible, but in some instances death came to 
the relief of the sufferers, and then secrecy was 
no longer possible, for certificate of death had 
to be secured, in which the cause of death had 
to be given. The hiding of these cases 
has, according to the opinion of Dr. De Wolf, 
done more to develop infection than one 
cal imagine. No one knows bow many persons 
nuve passed into and out of the houses wherein 
were lying smali-pox sufferers, and the iofec- 
tion will develop itself during the time men- 
tioned. The Health Commissioner regards it as 
acrime to hide a case of small- pax. and he 
thinks that, now that the danger bas been 80 
fully deseribed by the press, every known case 
Will be promptly reported. 

There were six new cases reported at the 
Health-Office yesterday. One of these was ex- 
ceedingly mysterious, and but little :nformation 
could be gained iu regard to i, from 
the fact that reporters were not 80 
anxious to visit the t-house or infected 
localities, even though they be vaccinated. As 
the story goes, during Monday night a carriage 
calied at the institution on Church street, where 
are domiciled the Poor Handmaidens Jesus 
Christ. These self-sacriticing women ho them- 
seives in readiness to go out at any bour of the 
day or night to nurse the sick or minister to the 
dying. A man notified the Sister in charge that 
he desired a nurse at once. No questions were 
asked, and a Sister got herself ready and jumped 
into the vehicle, which drove rapidly away. At 
the corner of North avenue and Sedgwick 
street the carriage suddenly stopped, a man 
sprang from the sidewalk, opened a door 
of the vehicle, and deposited iu the lap of the 
Sister a little child, perhaps 3 ort years vld, 
suffering from hemorrhagic small-pok. The 
man departed more suddenly than he came. 
The Sister or driver did not see which side of 
the street be came from, or where he went to. 
There was no aiternative but to take the little 
victim to the Pest-House, and this was at once 
done, and the nurse staid there with it to watch 
and care for it. The case is almost a ho 
one, and the child bas probably di ere 
this. Why such secrecy should have been 
observed seems a mystery. Itis said that the 
father had all the arrangemeuts made before- 
band, and that he is a man who is doing a pros- 
perous retail business, who adopted this method 
in preference to being advertised as having had 
the smali-pox ou bis premises, and thus baving 
his trade injured. hether that be the fact or 
not, the case is one which merits full investiga- 
tion, which could not be given to it yesterday. 
The premises upon whict the case occurred have 
probably not been fumigated at all. It is a place 
still full of infection, which may turn out to be 
a prolific plague-spot. The person whojwoulddo 
such an act can have but littie rega for the 
lives or the health of the people amoug whom he 


resides.

eine points yesterday, but 1,000 will arrive to- 
day trom Fond Du Lac. Thus far 620 boys and 
over 200 giris attending the St. Michael's School 
buve been vaccinated through the Health De- 
partment, nearly all being primary or first vac- 
cinanons. How much disease-spreading has 
been prevented by this vaccination no one cau 
estimate, yet for a time the authorities of the 
school acted in a manner that seemed both care- 
less and cruel.

The offenses committed in connection with tax 
matters appear to be multiplying day by day.

The gentie- 
meu's story was that be had bought up four of 
the titles last year and bad procured certificates 
of the same from the County Collector. which 
were duly signed by the County Clerk, and that 
yesterday be found the identical certiticates— 
or dupiteates of thym—in the bands of a Mr. 
Stebbens, which certificates be claims to be pure 
furgertes, and to have © made by this clerk 
and sold. They bear what 2 — to be not 
only the Collector an unty Clerk s 
sigvature,. but his own. He claimed to 
have also discovered two other forgeries of the

Some Interesting Experiences with Crooked 
Justices. 


In the course of a number of visits which a 
Tinu reporter paid yesterday to represcuta- 
tives of some of the leading manufacturing in- 
terests of this city, it was made piain to him 


y that the interest which they are taking in the 


proposed amendment to the law of garuishment 
in this State is not less than that Which was 
displayed by the railroad men whom be con- 
versed with upgn the same subject a week ago. 
After much long suffering they feel that the 
time for their relief has come at last, and they 
ure unanimously of the opinion that the Legis- 
lature cannot allow the present oppor 
tunity of granting them relief to pass. 
At the same time they all agree upon one 
point,—namely: that nothing hus ever been, or is 
now. more remote from their desire than to 
throw any obstacle in the way of any lawful 
creditor obtaining at their hands, if necessary, 
the payment of moneys due him bya third party 
in their employ. 

At the office of the Union Iron & Steel Com- 
pany, on tho corner of Dearborn and Madison 
streets, the reporter conversed with Mr. W. C. 
Ruoyon, Secretary of the Company, who in- 


formed him that they bad had a * deal of 


trouble tbrough the garnishment by collection 
agencies of the wages of theiremployés. Over 
and over again a representative of the Company 
had been obliged to obey the summons to 
appear at the offices of country Justices and 
make answer to the writ, causing great 
inconvenience and expense, In à ma- 
jority of the cases where the wages were gur- 
nisheed, they were exempt under the law. which 
reserves toa married man $0 per month free 
from such process, and in not a few the alioged 
debtor bad nothing due him from the Company. 
What made the matter worse in these cases was 
the fact that it was learned that, though the 
collection-agency, the Justices, and the Con- 
stables were fully acquainted with the exemp- 
tion of the debtor, they st:li carried on the vex- 
atious proceedings, apparently in the hope that 
the patience of the Company might be ex- 
huusted and a judgment entered against them 
though their failure to appear in the case. The 
Company. Mr. Runyon, said, were, with other 
manufacturing concerns, working fer the 
amendment of the law, which they hoped to ac- 
com plish at the 

PRESENT SESSION OF THE LEGISLATURE. 

In the same office the reporter tuiked with a 
legal gentieman who is interested in the matter. 
and who supplied bim with one or two examples 
of the way in which the law, as it at preseut 
stands, works. 


Now here,” he said; producing some legal 


documenta, are five summonses againsi a large 
concern doing business in this city, making 
them defendants in suits of garnishment brougat 
to enforce the collection of a debt due by one of 
itsempioyés. Judgment for $16.60 was obtained 
against their employé Aug. W. 1579, 
and judgment was dul issued and re- 
turned by Constable Sorge W. Deal. 
Jan. 24, 1880, the Company was summoned as 
garnisbee to Wilmette. It attended by its repre- 
sentative,and the case was dismissed on the 
ground that the amount of money due by the 
Company to the debtor, who was a married man, 
was leas than $50, and therefore exempt under 
the law. Nothing deterred by this defeat, the 
Company was garnisheed again Feb. 2, 188, and 
again June 16, 1560, and forced each time to send 
somebody to atrend to the case in the Wilmette 
Justice office. May 2, ou account of the same 
— 2 the Company was called to Dalton as 
defendant ona garnishment suit for 887.15. and 
the dose was administered again on the Etu of 
July following. Thus it will be seen that this 
corporation had been forced five times to send 
meu to points distant from the city upon mat- 
ters involving the payment in all of only about

In al- 
most all cases where the Company makes de- 
fense for their employees. it is because of his 
representation of how he is placed that they do 


“What prospect is there of the proposed 


amendment to the law passing?” 

“It seems unreasonable that the country 
members of the Legislature would not give 
Cook County relief in this matter. They will do 
so, [have no doubt, if the matter is properly 
placed before them, and that isa thing which 
rests with the Cook County delegation. There 
are, I believe, several members of the House 
who have giveu their attention to this matter, 
and Mr. Randall H, White bas prepared a bil 
which covers the ground, but which, I believe, 
cagnot pass because it is unconstitutional.

“T have a notion to let che 5 503 to let 
the Justice enter up a judgment, and n take 
an appeal. There are several of us who are be- 
ginning to believe that this would be the most 
ecouomical way of dealing with these cases. 

Mr. Hannah. Secretary of the North Side Roll- 
ing -Mills, said that the garnishment of the wages 
of the Company's employés had gotten to be 
such a nuisance that it nearly oceapied the 
whole time of a valuable employé attending to 
them. He believed that if the proposed legisia- 
tion looking to the payment of a fee to the 
niehee before the trial was accomplished fully 
3 ot the business would be away 
with.

About two years ago,” said one of the 
officers, “a butcher sued a widow lady and ob- 
tained judgment for $63. She left the locality 
on this account, aud some time afterward the 
butcher found out where she lived. At this 
time she had living with her as a boarder a 
blacksmith, who worked for this Company, 
aguinst weom, although he did not owe the 
widow a cent in the world, the butcher caused 
a summons in garnishment to issue. He. be- 
lieving that the fact that he owed the woman 
nuthing was a protection for himself, did vot 
answer the summous. which was returnable be- 
fore Justice Dalton, at Dalton. and a judgment 
for $75 was entered against him. The butcher 
then garnisheed this Company, which was 
obliged to surrender to the prosecutor the sum 
of $36 which it was owmg the biacksmith at 
the time. Now the only way the blacksmith has 
left to get even is to sue the widow, which 1 
believe, as they are on the best of terms, he is 
not at all key to do.”

A SCOUNDRELLY JUSTICE. 


At this moment Mr. James Carlin, an employé 
of the Company, who has. a legal mind, and is 
very clever in the defense of garnishee suits, in 
which work he is kept almost constantly em- 
ployed, entered the room dad narrated nis ex- 
periences. 

“ Only last summer the one-armed Constable 
- Mellugh. I guess you Know him—took me 
twice to Lemont and once to Wilmette on the 
Mme suit. He had me summ down before 
Justice Gannon in the Sag for e 4,and 1 knew 
the only way 1 could get there in time 
was to sleep there over night. I got there 
Ou the eveving of the 3d, and met the Justice, 
who told me the case wasn't to be tried at all 
until the morning of the 9th. I got to 
town thén, and next day | heard by good luck 
that the Justice spent that day in Chicago down 
by Cottage Grove avenue. I was out at the Sa 
againon the morning of the 9th, and here 
found that the Justice, who didn't think that I 
would be along at all, had that morning entered 
judgment aguinst the Company ander date of 
the 4th of the month. Iasked bim how that was, 
and be told me that the case had been tried be- 
fore him that day. and be had rendered judg- 
ment. I told bim that was not so, and that I 
could prore be was in Chi o all that day. At 
this the old man weakened, and promised to 
enter judgwent in favor of the Company, but I 
would no stir from the place until Fuad made 
him scratch ont the entry made under date of 
the 4th, and make a new one under the proper 
date dismissing the suit against the Com 5. 
ere he did very readily, as I bad him you 

now. 

That was well done. Any more experiences?” 

“One time they brought me out to Wilmette 
Ona garnishee of a man's wages they didn't 
know atali.

Where the 
haul is less than twenty-five miles it is made 
allowable to charge an additional rate for 
freight and passengers, so as to reimburse 
the carrier for actual cost of the traffic, though 
it shall not be lawful to make a greater 
cliarge than to equalize the charges for the 
short and the long haul. In estimatmg the 
cost of traffic the unit of value shall not ex- 
ceed double the smount at which the railroad 
property shall be returned by the owners 
or occupants for assessment. The rate at 
which freight and passengers are or 
have been conveyed over the whole or any 
part of the road for any period within one 
year prior to the date of any complaint 
against the road shall be held prima facie 
evidence as against the company.

— — at 
LEGISLATIVE GOSSIP. 
THE LICENSE COMMITTEE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sprinerietp, III., Bee L—The House 
Committee on License gave another indica- 
tion to-day of its disposition not to wear it- 
self out over the Hinds bill. It met only to 
adjourn, the clerk having hardly commenced 
on his hereulean task of reading the 10,000 
names, more or less, attached to several pe- 
titions praying the passage of that measure 
in order to ascertain whether same are 
genuine or otherwise. 

THE HOUSE JUDICIAR 
considered among other fhings this after- 
noon the two bills introd by Sexton and 
White, of Cook, to do away with 
the country Justice snap-came business. 
Both bills provide #éubstantially for 
the same thing,—that suits in Justice Courts 
shall be tried at the place where the plaintiff 
or defendant resides, or at the county-seat, 
where the rural lawyers of every county in 
the State most do congregate, instead, as at 


present, of trying them anywhere and every- 
where, but more especial at places remote 
from the residences of parties inter- 
ested. Under the presen? law, as tou many 
Chicago people have learned to their sorrow, 
it is possible, for instance, to drag a defend- 
ant to Dalton at an early morning hour 
and then compel him to “hoof it” five 
miles to the Justice’s o where he gener- 
ally arrives in time to arn that the case 
has gone against him by default. The ob- 
ject of both these bills is prevent the per- 
petration of such outr They were dis- 
cussed at some length, what is more, 
received the indorsement of the Committee. 
Inasmuch as Cook County is under town- 
ship organization, however, and the other 
counties are not, afew uhimportant amend- 
ments were found to be necessary in order to 
make the bills apply throughout the State. 
Both were finally] referred to a Sub- 
Committee to determine, which one they 
would amend, and, in its aunended shape, re- 
port back with the recofimeéndation that it 
pass. 

Weber and Struekman, of Cook, appehred 
to oppose the bill, the former making a 
speech against it, and the latter refraining 
when it was privately — that it 
wouldn't look well for a country Justice to 
hammer away at something in which he was 
presumeably interested. 

The Committee had a long discussion over 
Grege’s bill providing for written opinions 
by the Appeliate Court in all cases, and for 
appeals from that Courtiy all cases. Those 


in favor of the bill harped on the alleged de- 
sirability of giving litigants 
EVERY POSSIBLE CHANCE, 

and urged that, as the Supreme Court had 
now caught up with its business, there was 
no longer any necessity for the old provis- 
ions, which were intended to relieve the lat- 
ter Court of extra labors. Those who op- 
posed the bill cited in vain the increasing dis- 
position to litigate and the * of encour- 
aging it any further, as would be the case 
were there no limit to the kind of cases from 
which appeals might lie. They also com- 
mented on the absolute uselesness of written 
opinions in cases where the Appellate Court 
thereby reaffirmed the judgment of the Court 
below, claiming that they were necessary only 
where a judgment was reversed, and that the 
innovation was wholly needless and ought 
not to be made. The majority of the Com- 
mittee held the other way, however, and the 
bill will be reported back with a recom- 
mendation that it pass. 

THE SENATE COMMITTEE ON JUDICIARY 
met this afternoon and heard J. Young 
Scammon on the bill offered by Senator Con- 
dee this morning. It authorizes a division of 
Church property, and is intended to be for 
the benefit of the Swedenborgian Society of 
Chicago.

New ORLEANS, Jan. 25.—Notwithstanding the 
voluntary departure of so mary colored labor- 
ers from this State to Kansas and elsewhere, the 
census statistics show that the percentage of in- 
crease in the colored race has been greater here 
than among the whites; but as the negro women 
refuse, as a rule, to work any longer in the 
tields, a deficiency of labor has beeu every where 
felt.

Spain, and the Spanish laborers brought bere 
have given great satisfaction, being both indus- 
trious and healthy.

Our Militia.

CHICAGO, Jan. 31.—I see by yesterday's Tris- 
UNE that the officers of the various militia or- 
ganizations centering in this city beld a meeting 
Saturday evening to consider the matter of in 
some way getting armories for the militia lo- 
cated here. I think that itis a disgrace that a 
State like Iilinois should be so stingy as to 
almost bar out the military in their various ap- 
propriations. It is now claimed that Illinois is 
entirely free from debt. and it this is true she 
will soon havea greatamount of money in the 
Treasury unless some pew sink-hole of enor- 
mous size is discovered. It is an old and familiar 
adage which says, In time of peace prepare for 
war.” Why not? Do you suppose that the au- 
thor of thuse few words kuew what he was doing 
when he constructed that simple sentence? Chi- 
cago fares a great deal better than the country 
militia, because she bas what is termed 
a Citizens’ Association which provides nearly 
all the equipments — . in the city. 
It is entirely different with the country militia, 
who buy almost everything that is needed for 
their companies, and pay for it out of their own 

ockets. Not only this, but even several organ- 
zations, I am told, are supplied with the old 
Springficid musket, which is of no earthly use, 
and never couldbe used incase of war. The 
lack in percentage at drills is attributed by the 
officers to the above causes. One great thing, at 
least one which the State should provide for, is 
armories. The Second Regiment located here 
enme very near breaking u 
because it could not get sufficient armory room 
at the ripe it, coul I suppose it would 
bave paid almost any price bad it had the money 
to do so.
